many cases re Tunes to budge from be- 
neath his own vine and fig tree on 
election day- unless such first-class 
accommodations are provided. He 
will walk thru mud and storm from 
home to. town any ottier (lay, but not 
en c'eclion day. No, slrree! 
I am 


the great American voter on that 
day— a king in my own rigl't and 
every King i|f justly or by "divine 
right" entitled to servitors and ser- 
vice. 


This condition is not confined, to the 


rural sections alone but is universal 
and the lazy, persnickity voter is just 
as common in the towns and cities, 
where even less effort is required and 
conditions are much better for travel- 
ing. 


We are getting a very long moral 


out of our system to adorn a small 
tale of two rural districts in Clear- 
ifleld county. Tho -people of Girard 
township, with a total of 250 votes 
have petitioned the CleaifieUl county 
court for a re-location of their voting 
place and in order to moke it easy for 
alt hands to get to the polls ask that 
an additional election house and dis- 
trict be provided, the one to be lo- 
cated at Surveyor, tht metropolis of 
the township and the other at either 
Bald Hill of Leconte's Mills. 


The electors of the Boardman pre- 


cinct of Knox township are just as 
careful of their persons and as de- 
sirous of limiting personal effort on 
election day to the minimum and they 
too have asked the court to cut their 
district of about 200 voters in two 
and thus bring the election that much 
neare- the voter's backyard up that 
way.

Democratic anti-leader, to force the 
suffrage bill to defeat today by a ma- 
jority action of house members. Me- 
Nabb abandoned his position speedily 
when he found 
that Republicans 


whom he relied, upon for suppott had, 
for the time being at least quit play- 
ing with the Democrats and huriied 
back to the shelter of their party or- 
ganization. 


Had NcNabb been able to bring a 


vote on thd suffrage issue today it 
would have been defeated. 
The de- 


lay until Tuesday indicates a possible 
vote on Wednesday but not before 
that time. 
That gives five days of 


grace to the suffrage leader, during 
which period many shifts in the line 
will unquestionabl> be in their favor. 
What is more, the attitude of the Re- 
publicans, even among those who will 
probably vote "no" showed a party 
unanimity in the decision to give the 
women's vote a chance to win. 


There was a second favorably de- 


velopment in the senate. The judici- 
ary committee, which had the suf- 
frage resolution of Senator Walker, 
its chairman, under

voted to report it "on its merits" by 
a, vote of 4 io I. Unless unlocked 
foY ob'stacles rise pu over tho week 
end, the senate will probably pasx, 
the V/alker resolution Monday by a 
vote of 9 to 8.

accounts of the county. 
There will 


be no county auditors under the new 
system. , In' their 
stead will be an 


official named the County Comptroller 
The new system is .most desirable. 
Under the present system the county 
auditors do not meet until after all 
the business of the year has been 
transacted and they simply audit the 
accounts and affix 
their 
approval. 


Often there are business transactions 
which while within the law are sub- 
ject to considerable dispute and criti- 
cism. 
Under a County Comptroller 


this official will be always on the job 
to pass on these propositions pre- 
vious to theiv consummation rather 
than after the job is 
done. 
The 


County Comptroller should be a busi- 
ness man with sufficient business ex- 
perience to act as judge in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the business affairs 
of the county and it appears that a 
knowledg-e of the legal rights and du- 
ties of officials is essential.

people unless law enters Into it as a 
constituent. 


The flag of the American republic 


represents law .lust as truly as It rep- 
resents liberty, for there can be no llh- 
erty without the taw. 
Proper laws 


safeguard freedom and never menace 
It. 
When the enactment of taws goes 


beyond reason there Is the repeal. The 
people are the Judges of the limits of 
legal restraint. Americans know how 
much law Is needed to give them full 
liberty an^ yet save them from li- 
cense.

Time was, and the day is not far 


distant at that, when the average 
Cleat-field county voter on election 
day would travel miles thru mud up 
to the top of his bootstraps for the 
privilege of casting his ballot for his 
favorite candidate and particular 
party policy.- 
Not so now, All that 


is changed hereabouts and the chief 
concern of party managers and can- 
didates on election day is to get the 
voter to vote. 


The proletarian demands automo- 


bile transportation— even a horse and 
buggy is too slow — from his house to 
the polls arid back again, 
and in 


many cases re Tunes to budge from be- 
neath his own vine and fig tree on 
election day- unless such first-class 
accommodations are provided. He 
will walk thru mud and storm from 
home to. town any ottier (lay, but not 
en c'eclion day. No, slrree! 
I am 


the great American voter on that 
day— a king in my own rigl't and 
every King i|f justly or by "divine 
right" entitled to servitors and ser- 
vice. 


This condition is not confined, to the 


rural sections alone but is universal 
and the lazy, persnickity voter is just 
as common in the towns and cities, 
where even less effort is required and 
conditions are much better for travel- 
ing. 


We are getting a very long moral 


out of our system to adorn a small 
tale of two rural districts in Clear- 
ifleld county. Tho -people of Girard 
township, with a total of 250 votes 
have petitioned the CleaifieUl county 
court for a re-location of their voting 
place and in order to moke it easy for 
alt hands to get to the polls ask that 
an additional election house and dis- 
trict be provided, the one to be lo- 
cated at Surveyor, tht metropolis of 
the township and the other at either 
Bald Hill of Leconte's Mills. 


The electors of the Boardman pre- 


cinct of Knox township are just as 
careful of their persons and as de- 
sirous of limiting personal effort on 
election day to the minimum and they 
too have asked the court to cut their 
district of about 200 voters in two 
and thus bring the election that much 
neare- the voter's backyard up that 
way. 


Some fellows we know right here- 


in Clew-Held are advocating a law 
which will require 
the Judge 
of 


Election to strap tho ballot box on 
his back and proceed from house to 
hou-e in his baliwick and pursue 
ti.e modest and retiring voter even 
unto the sanctity of his bath tub, in 
order to separate him from his vote.

agreed to stand solidly behind the 
majority leader, Representative Ly- 
ons, in a program to repoit the suf- 
frage resolution into the House on 
Tuesday. 
This enabled Lyons, who 


is leading the .suffrage fight, in the 
lower house, to block an effort by 
Representative "Bull" McNabb, the 
Democratic anti-leader, to force the 
suffrage bill to defeat today by a ma- 
jority action of house members. Me- 
Nabb abandoned his position speedily 
when he found 
that Republicans 


whom he relied, upon for suppott had, 
for the time being at least quit play- 
ing with the Democrats and huriied 
back to the shelter of their party or- 
ganization. 


Had NcNabb been able to bring a 


vote on thd suffrage issue today it 
would have been defeated. 
The de- 


lay until Tuesday indicates a possible 
vote on Wednesday but not before 
that time. 
That gives five days of 


grace to the suffrage leader, during 
which period many shifts in the line 
will unquestionabl> be in their favor. 
What is more, the attitude of the Re- 
publicans, even among those who will 
probably vote "no" showed a party 
unanimity in the decision to give the 
women's vote a chance to win. 


There was a second favorably de- 


velopment in the senate. The judici- 
ary committee, which had the suf- 
frage resolution of Senator Walker, 
its chairman, under 
consideration, 


voted to report it "on its merits" by 
a, vote of 4 io I. Unless unlocked 
foY ob'stacles rise pu over tho week 
end, the senate will probably pasx, 
the V/alker resolution Monday by a 
vote of 9 to 8.

be no county auditors under the new 
system. , In' their 
stead will be an 


official named the County Comptroller 
The new system is .most desirable. 
Under the present system the county 
auditors do not meet until after all 
the business of the year has been 
transacted and they simply audit the 
accounts and affix 
their 
approval. 


Often there are business transactions 
which while within the law are sub- 
ject to considerable dispute and criti- 
cism. 
Under a County Comptroller 


this official will be always on the job 
to pass on these propositions pre- 
vious to theiv consummation rather 
than after the job is 
done.

They can be trust- 
ed to secure Just that meaanre of reg- 
ulation consistent with order and In- 
consistent with the tyranny of too 
moth restriction of the popular rights, 


tn America In those places where 


there have been outbreaks, where the 
people have taken, as It Is called, the 
law Into their own hands, tyranny has 
shown Itself. 
Happily It* rule has 


been only temporary. The spirit of 
(lie mob Is despotic. 
The spirit of the 


law Is democratic. 


Americanism means obedience to 


law. 
The Fathers of the republic 


knew this and laid stress upon It 
They built upon the foundation of 
law anil they built an orderly struc 
rare. When the foundation Is destroyed 
the structure fulls and It cannot be 
reared again except upon foundation 
stones of the kind first used. 
Law is 


government and there can be no 
Abraham Lincoln's government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people unless law enters Into it as a 
constituent. 


The flag of the American republic 


represents law .lust as truly as It rep- 
resents liberty, for there can be no llh- 
erty without the taw. 
Proper laws 


safeguard freedom and never menace 
It. 
When the enactment of taws goes 


beyond reason there Is the repeal. The 
people are the Judges of the limits of 
legal restraint. Americans know how 
much law Is needed to give them full 
liberty an^ yet save them from li- 
cense. 


The American flag stands for the 


nation—it ranks everything else In 
America. 
All salute It, from private 


to president. 


The flag of a country, however, can 


represent nothing except what the 
country K 
When we teach respect 


for our eountrj's colors, we must hear 
tn mind that respect can lie instilled 
unly If the institutions for which the 
flag stands are inufnrolned In the In 
tejrrlty 
wtilch the Futhera gave to
